Numerous Changes In Hunting and 
Fishing Statutes Now Before 
the Legislature.

ALBANY, Jan, 28:—During the three 
Weeks that the Legislature has been in 
session more than a dozen amendments 
to the Conservation law, affecting wild 
life in ‘the State, have been introduced. 
A majority of these bills, are pesigned 
to lengthen or shorten the opeh' season 
when certain wild animals and fish can 
be caught, shot or trapped, but one, if 
it should be enacted, would increase the 
revenues of the State by nearly $500,000. 

Bach year many bills, backed by fish 
and game clubs throughdéut the State, 
are offered in the Legislature to change 
the Conservation law.

‘Sclence of Columbia Unf ty. Dean 
Woodbridge calls: the use of-this word 
in ‘the university system unfortunaté, 
squnding, he says,’ as if the graduate 
school were more gentlemanly and aris- 
tocratic than.any other. 

In a ‘discussion of “The Graduate 
School and, Research,’ Dr. Woodbridge 
says that, While the university owes it 
to the pubifc to provide for continued 
study after graduation from~college and 
Professional training for’ college teach-. 
ers, he can see no néed for ‘any \elab- 
orate or’ costly establishment to meet 
these ‘ends. 

‘*] believe that it -is\ of prime impor- 
tance that both the public and ourselves 
stiould come: to some cleaf: understand- 
ing about the place: of. advanced . in- 
striction and résearch in: the unjver- 
sity. system,” the report says. ‘' The 
term ‘graduate’: is unfortunate. 
{Nearly all: our. professional ;.schools 
are now ‘graduate ools in the sense 
that they ‘presuppose cither a full. col- 
lege: course’ or the ‘substantial: part . of 
one, and carry’ the student. beyond .what 
may be‘ called his undergraduate days. 
The.term has too. often.a‘snobbish con- 
nection also, as if. the graduate school 
‘were more gentlemanly and. artisto- 
cratic ‘than any other). But the serious 
matter in the term—serious because it 
so often . affects . administration, .and 
practice—is the emphasis it. puts.on the 
students. 

“A wag, might say that our: graduate 
schools are generally little more. than 
places-where college graduates who have 
nothing better. to do may.go to get a 
little more education; Too many gradu- 
ate students. are;as.a matter of fact, of 
that. type,:and both they and the uni- 
yersity would be much better apart. 
There prevails, too, the ‘idea that the 
graduate school is a professional school 
for the training principally of college 
tedchers in the various . branches of 
learning. ~The. emphasis falls. on’ the 
students.

**T am convinced that it is not -argu-* 
able that the university. is under obliga- 
tion to the public which supports it to 
provide both the opportynity for contin- 
ued study after graduation from college 
and also proféssional training for college 
teachers. Yet I can see no need for any 
elaborate or Cogtly establishment to 
meet. .these ends. Our department of 
university .extension.-and our Summer 
Ysession now afford an inexhaustible op- 
portunity for any one who wishes to 
learn more than he now knows, The 
professional training of college teachers 
comprises. so largely the mastery of the 
subjects which they. are expected. to 
teach that it ought not to be difficult

amended ‘form’ (forbidding the: granting 
of sites for the commercial dévelopment 
‘of water: power),.the bill has*now ‘the 
harmonious support of all advocates of 
the park; and even that of a number of 
| its ‘former opponents. Los’ Angeles has 
been looking to this area for Sources of 
future water power, but it is hoped that 
ever that city will see.that.the trees of 
the park far outweigh the local value. of 
the water power, .. 

The boundaries. of this preposed park 
have been drawn bythe: National Parks 
Service, and represent due consideration 
,of seenic and recreational values,.on the

resources on the other. In drawitg the 
lines ‘of ‘the .park something | has ttap-. 
pened that “has never happened before, 
éxcept in the slight. rectification, of 
boundaries: a’ portion of the. present Se- 
quoia Park area has not been included in 
the Roosevelt-Sequoia Park, .

-in the national domain that needs protec-' 
‘tion, In the revision ‘and great enlarge- 
ment ‘of the bounds of the present park, 
not only has. a part..of the present park 
been eliminated, but two groves of ‘se- 
quoias—small. by comparison. with the 
great groves that are still, included, in 
the proposed park—are left. outside. ‘The 
answer—and it is entirely satisfying un- 
der the. present administration of the 
“Forest Service—is. to pass the Barbour 
bill, make this large _resérvation, .and- 
then see~fo it that our excellent Forest 
Service is in no. way impaired or inter- 
fered. with in its “scientific care of ‘our 
national forests—including these precious 
Redwoods. ;

lacks authority, it can easily be 
proved that such is not the .case. 

, On the contrary, it has frequently 
been demonstrated that what a 
coterie of friends—such as Words- 
worth’s or Keats's or Walt Whit- 
man's—sayx today, posterity will say 
tomorrow. Such conversational dis- 
cussion has, indeed, very often 
proved to be a form of prophetic 
criticism. We may sometimes over- 
rate our contemporaries, particular- 
ly when they are suspiciously con- 
temporary in their appeal, but in 
the case of a man like Blake, for 
imstance, the few who “ saw '’’ him 
during his lifetime proved them- 
selves merely more. clear-sighted 
than their fellows, and have loug 
since heen justified of their enthu- 
siasm. The phrase, however, does, I 
think, apply to »the writings of 
James Huneker, which, for the most 
part, talk rather than writing: 
eager; omniverous, inconsequential, 
gesticulating, tumbling - overitself 
talk, such as men in studios, cafés, 
and certain abolished institutions no 
longer legal to mention, youthfully 
keen and serious over the latest 
“‘ dernier mot” in the arts—” the 
Seven Arts.” as Huneker was 
wont to call them—have always in- 
duiged in. 

Who shall show us any new thing? 
While somewhat precariously safe- 
guarded by a sometimes shame- 
faced fidelity to the great unde- 
thronable masters, this was Hune- 
ker’s never-to-be-satisfied cry. To 
use one of those pseudo-scientific 
catchwards of the hour to which he 
was always one of the first to give 
eurrency, James Huneker suffered 
from the “ neurosis '’ of noveity, a 
‘* meuroais ’’ which, all too success- 
fully, he communicated to- his 
younger disciples. This is not to 
undervalue his real and generous 
gift of appreciation, of which I shall 
speak later, but I cannot help think- 
ing that that very gift failed of its 
full efficiency by its almost hys- 
terical voracity. Though he was 2 
genuine ‘* gourmet °° of the arts, he 
was alsn somewhat too much of a 
** gourmand.’* Like a child in a 
candy store. he wanted to eai up all 
the enchantments at once. Like the 
gourmand, again, one felt that he 
hardly gave himself time to enjoy 
the course before him, his eyes being

To the Dramatio- Bditor: 

I wish to protest emphatically against 
the plan for a“ public* censorship. of 
Plays advanced by members of all 
branches of the treatre, at a meeting 
pa at ithe Belasco Theatre on Tuce- 

mM. 


Under the proposed pla a jury of 
five, drawn at random from a panel of 
tive hundred laymen, would examine 
plays alleged to. be “immoral” and dé- 
termine their fitness for public presen- 
tation, .Playwrights, actors and man- 
agers. would be pledged in advange to 
accept as final. the decision of this jury. 

This scheme¢ is offered as an- alter- 
native to a State censorship, an’ at- 
rye béing made to distinguish between. 

* official”’ and.a ‘* voluntary *’. cen- 
eaisicee This, to speak plainly, is fion- 
sense; no, such. distinction exists: Oné 
censorship -board is,:precisely like an- 
other, regardless. of the manner ofits 
creation or. selection; that is to say,-it 
is composed ‘of a small number of falli- 
ble individ ‘whose-judgments are de- 
termined by their particular prejudices, 
superstitions, illusions and repressions, 

It.is well_known that there is/no ob- 
jective. test for ‘obscenity = or ‘*in- 
decency.’’ or “ immorality.”’. ‘These are 
purely subjective concepts, varying with 
the individual -mind. — As ‘ Theodore 
Schroeder says in his “ Obscené: Liter- 
ature and Constitutional Law,” “* Like 
witches, obscenity exists only in the 
tminds of. those. who believe in it.’’ 

Censorship boards begin always with 
the avowed purpose of barring “ sala- 
cious’? plays. They end inevitably—no 
matter how constituted—as persecutors 
of the innovator and thé iconoclast in 
art. And that is the menace of censor- 
ship..It is not the. purveyer of por- 
nography..who suffers; it is the pioneer 
whose ideas are fifty or a hundred yeara 
in. advance ef .current dogmas and be- 
Hefs. 

The notion that any posse of citizens, 
chosen by lot, is qualified to render a 
competent esthetic judgment is one of 
the most absurd tenets 6f the demo- 
cratic creed. To ‘filustrate,.one need 
only cite the reception accorded to the 
music dramas of Wagner and the 
Lpaintings: of the Frerich Impressionists 
by the public of their time. (And as re- 
cently as 1891 Ibsen's “‘ Ghosts ’—sufely 
one of the masterpieces: of the modern 
drama—was greeted by the British press 
and » public with such; epithets as 
* Candid foulness,”’ “‘loathesome and 
fetid,” “a repulsive and degrading 
work,” ‘a piece to bring the stage-into’ 
disrepute. and dishonor,”” and so an ad 
infinitum..(See Bernard.

LEAGUE OF. NURSES

Tt has been Miss Fitégerald’s task to 

survey’ the nursing sityation in all coun- 

tries which were members of the League, 
and her most important work has. been 
the” institution of courses of public 
health nursing in London University, to 
which nineteen countries sent women 
during its first year, and eighteen during 
this current and second year of its ex- 
istence. 

The League and the American. Red 
Cross have also been responsible for the 
establishment, of training ‘schools - for 
nurses in. Poland, Czechoslovakia, Bul- 
aptrpo and Constantinople. 

‘€ There is no. nursing worthy of the 
name in Europe, outside the countries 
of North.Eu , and Britain,” Miss 
‘Fitagerald explhins. “And the Ameri- 
can nurse and her méthods ‘ate ‘success- 
ful because she has back of her genera- 
tions. of women trained in the discipline 
of liberty. That tells, because: it gives 
her initiative, resource ‘and balance.

*Apparentiy they meant business! But 
two days later,.and while this subject 
was Still under consideration by the\mili- 
tary men, a most embarrassing incident 
occurred.

The United States leads in thirteen out 
of thé thirty most important minerals, 
No other. country; by way of contrast, 
leads in| more th two, - Russia leads 
in platinum and manganese; Spain in 
pyrite and mercury, and some ‘other na- 
tions have one or two minerals in which 
they lead. Germany jeade in potash, 
but’ here is thé United States leading 
in thirteen out of thirty, and, if second 
Place were counted, we: also have & 
géod many more points coming to Us. 

I think it is hard for us to apprédiate 
the rapid growth of. our mtheral.\in- 
dustry in the United States. Starting 
aé¢-an agricultural hation, with timber 
and fur resources on the side, we have 
become more and more of an industrial 
nation, and our great and varied in- 
@ustry is based upon \mineral raw ma- 
I..was’ looking at the figures 
sincé we began to collect statistics forty 
years ago-—-the.. Geological’ Survey is 
forty-two ‘years old, and we began to 
collect statistics in 1880—since that time 
the value*of our mineral product has 
increased . eighteen-fold. I happen ‘to 
be one of the older bureau chiefs in 
Washington; since 1907, when I became 


‘Director of- the Survey, this country

and one of the ‘studies she made was 
that of the world consumpfion of dit- 
ferent nilnefals; from the - statistics 
which she compiled ‘you.can see the 
market contrast between the United 
States, for instance, and Germany, ‘con- 
sidered to-be a very important industrial 
and mining nation. _ Take the five lead- 
ing minerals, coal, and the four metals, 
iron, copper, lead and sinc: Miss Bliss 
found. that in~1913 the United States 
had ‘in ¢ach of the five a surplus avail- 
able for. export... That ‘surplus ‘totaled 
24 per-cent, a few per cent. for coal, 
because we didn't export mueh goal at 
that time, afd so on for the others; the 
total surplus was 24 per eent. Now, 
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frontier countries in continents, such as}. 


South America and Africa; whére possi- 
bly our present day estimates are uhder 
the truth because discoveries have not 
all-been made, When we compare 
North “America with Burope and’ say 
that North America has the larger out- 
put and reserves We are probably well 
within the truth because, if anything, 
Burope has been.more. thorotighly ex- 
plored and actively exploited than our 
owit continent. ‘ 
Nationaal Self-Sufficiency, 


The dégree of the self-sufficiency. of 


any. nation, eur ovh and the Buropéan: 


nations, is well worth studying. We 
have to tdke into cohsideration thé 
natural supply and the human demand 
and.the degree of sufficiency of supply 
to méet demand, ahd the result ex- 
presses itself in either exports or im- 


ports, or, in many cases, both. So it is, 


I think, wéll. to call this a phase of 
geology, commercial geology. We réal- 
ize there is a certain amount of inter- 
national exchange of minerals. even with 
so self-sufficient a nation as the United 
States. The problems aré, in effect, 
largely commercial, not purely. geologic, 
because there enter questions of na- 
tional expediency, such as ‘the balance 
of trade, international exchange, ene 
of the most disturbing elements at the 
present titne: yet the geologic factors 
must be faced and the restilte déter- 
mined with those facts in mind. 

Independence in mineral wéaith is not 
necessarily ‘the best economics... A 
sample case of that, of course, is such 
an article as fluorspar, which is found: 
in Colorado ad well as in Tilinola and 
Kentucky, and the question must, arise 
whether it is better for the nation to 
bring thie fluorspar acroas the continent 
from Colorado to our furnaces on the 
Atlantic seaboard. or. import it. from 
across the Atlantic. Hach ef such. ques- 
tions has to be decided on its own 
merita, Sometimés we can be inde- 
pendent in eur private lives, but it 
doesn’t always pay. 

I suppose many of us could make our 


own leggings and possibly .our «own 


shoes, but it would ibe a losing proposi- 
tion both in the quality of the product 
and the amount of time that would be 
expended. And so it is with the na- 
tion.” It may be able to supply its own 
needs, but it is not necessarily eco- 
homical to do so. We'afe a continent- 
wide country and we have to always 
face that, transportation problem that 
is not present in many. other countries.
